when he spent $15,000,000 for construc- 
tion of theatres, gymnasiums, service 
club.s,.jcgcrcalion halls for army posts." 
The real remedy, he said, was in tariff 
revision and farm aid, by which he 
meant an international agreement to 
reduce crops.

Roosevelt was elected. 
"For three years," he told congress, 


"the federal government has been on 
the road to bankruptcy'. . . For the 
fiscal year the deficit will be a billion 
dollars unless action is taken." 


He took action in April, 1D33. He cut 


federal salaries 25 per cent. Then he 
started an orgy of spending and land- 
ed the country at the end of his firsl 
year in a deficit, not a billion, but ol 
three billion dollars.

An Unmade Mistake 


!l is in the upper stories of the 


holding company system where the 
receiver, when appointed will have his 
job cut uut. He will have to cope 
wilh a system which was. designed 
by H. C. Hopson, long recognized 
as one of the smartest operators in 
Ihe ulility field, to secure control 
ol the empire for himself. 


Hopson and J I. Mange, whose per- 


formances have confused and perplex- 
ed more than one congressional com- 
mittee, started their system in 1922 
with assets estimated from SEC re- 
cords to be 57,000,000 of which they 
owned outright only a very small 
portion. By 1939 tliey had built As- 
sociated Gas and Electric into a $750- 
000,000 holding company system with 
operating companies bouild to it all 
the way from 
'the Philippines to 


Maine. 


If Hopson had been less, smart, it 


is conceivable that his empire would 
have crumbled under the depression 
just as did Insull's. But a mistake 
made by Insull was not repeated by 
Hopspn. Insull had raised money by 
borrowing bank money and pledging 
the securities of his operating com- 
panies. When the depression hit and 
Insull's tower began to totter, the 
banks stepped in and pulled the props 
out Jro;n under it by fore-closing on 
the operating companies. That left 
no source of revenue to support the 
superstructure. The thousands of stock 
holders whose money had been invest- 
ed in the superstructure were left 
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Kansas City 


with little but fond memories. 


Hopson's course was different. H 


kept his operating companies free o 
bank loans, excepting about $20,000,00 
a trifling sum for such a huge sys 
tern. Inslead he pooled the control 
ling stocks of the operating companie 
fay an intricate network of holding 
companies. A corporate mechanism as 
complicated as a terminal switch-yarc 
channeled all the control into two 
maiiirline holding companies. These 
two then issued stocks and securities, 
—but not to the banks. They were 
floated among an estimated 300,000 in- 
vestors. 


These investors were in two class- 


es. Some held 5250,000,000 of deben- 
tures. These are securities not so 
binding as bonds but having prior- 
ity over slocks. In addilion, about 
$250,000,000 in stocks were issued. 


The debentures were devised so that 


as long as interest payments were 
continued, the investors could not 
step in and take control of the sys- 
tem away from Hopson. 


Among the various charges direct- 


ed against Hopson by Congress and 
other official bodies is one that he 
jiped so many earnings into the poc- 
tels of friends, relatives, and his own 
aw and engineering firms that only 
^ncugh was left to keep the debenture 
lolders off his neck. 
SEC claims to have closed many 
f those drains. The receivership court, 
in its discreation, may cut off any 
thai may remain. 


Better times, fewer drains, and ster- 


ner administralion, the SES believes, 
will bring earnings that will put new 
Hie into the outstanding debentures 
and stocks. Bank loans may be paid 
off 
first, debenture payments next, 


and payments to stock investors third. 
Perhaps even ahead of all earnings 
will be used to improve any weak- 
left, if any, may 
go to Hopson
